Fred Leemans, who once 
ran a Turkish bath in New Or- 
leans, said Garrison’s investi- 
gators toid him he would be 
helped to get $2500 he needed 
to lease a building for a night- 
club if he could remember 
that Clay L. Shaw used the 
name Clay Bertrand and was 
accompanied to the Turkish 
bath by someone named Lee. 

Leemans "made the remark 
in a filmed interview with 
NBC-TV news as part of the 
Monday night TV special “The 
JFK Conspiracy: The Case of 
Jim Garrison.” 

Garrison wrote Sunday to 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) charging 
that “NBC has gone far be- 
yond the pretense of merely 
gathering and disseminating 
news in its attack on the State 
of Louisiana prior to the trial 
of Clay L. Shaw.” 

Garrison claims Shaw, Lee 
Harvey Oswald and others 
conspired to kill President 
John F. Kennedy. Shaw has 
been indicted. 

The three other witnesses 
who said they were offered 
concessions to help the inves- 
tigation were Miguel Torres, 
John (the Baptist) Cancler and 
Alvin Beauboef. Torres and 
Cancler are convicted burglars 
now in jail. Beauboef said he 
was offered $3000 and a job.

to your place and I said, well, 
some of the time, yes,” Lee- 
mans told the NBC interview- 
er, continuing: 

“And he said, did he use the 
name Clay Bertrand, and I 
told him 'that I couldn’t swear 
that he used that name be- 
cause I didn’t remember 
names too good, or dates. And 
he said it would be very help- 
ful to them if I could remem- 
ber any of that.
